A neighbor lady next day
found it, uncut, under a pile of wood.
and also a blanket shawl, under a box
of potatoes, in the cellar. !

Frequently at night there are pound-
ings ou the walls, stones, from peb-
bles to those as large as a man's fist,
thrown in the rooms, and a general
rumpus created, as if imps were hold-
ing high revelry.
